On the start I say I am opposod 
to the law in Crittenden or any 
other rough county or country; so 
you see I am not on the plan 
with Mr. R. F Wheeler and the 
Chapel Hill brother.

But while they 
do this thay will have to admit to 
keep up their own stock they have 
to have good fences; and they will 
have to admit also that the same 
fenoe that keepe their stoek in wiil 
eep other stock out; so T can't 
seo where we would be benefitted 
>>y n stock law, nnlesa we want to 
force the renter and labor out, who 
can keep a cow 4 to 0 months in 
the year with bnt little feed aiu 
e.Ypense, and have us pay big rent 
for pasture or do without milk and 
butter. Others claim there is some 
stock so bad to Jump and to tear 
down fences we can't fenoe against 
them. I admit that is true. . Bnt 
wvhtTffalaw now against such 
stock, if we only enforce it.
